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Restored Pennsbury Manor Is State Shrine

P ennsbury M anor, the splen­ 
did estate of W illiam Penn, de­ 
cayed 
into 
ruin 
before 
the 
A m erican Revolution w as be­ 
gun. But today P e n n s home 
has been faithfully restored and 
opened 
as 
a 
state 
historic 
shrine, w here visitors can taste 
of the restful charm its own­ 
er bt,ped to enjoy. 
Penn, unfortunately, resided 
only two years at Pennsbury 
M anor, 16!»9 to 1701, although 
he had hoped to Ii v e out his 
days there. He w as forced to 
return to England to defend 
his ow nership of Pennsylvania 
in 
law suits. 
Penn 
founded 
Pennsylvania 
in 
Falls 
tow n­ 
ship. 
It w as an active and glorious 
two y ears that Penn spent at 
Pennsbury. In lavish style he 
entertained officials of the col­ 
ony. neighboring Indians and 
leaders 
of 
the 
Society 
of 
Friends, At Pennsbury Manor 
was signed the C harter of P ri­ 
vileges which until 1776 served 
as 
a 
state 
constitution 
for 
Pennsylvania. 
On 
First Visit 
Penn started construction of 
the Manor on his first visit to 
Pennsylvania, in 1683 on a site 
of 8,000 acres with a five and 


one-half m ile frontage on the 
D elaw are River. He returned 
to England for 15 years but 
while aw ay gave explicit in­ 
structions on the details of the 
estate. 
His letters with building in­ 
structions w ere used in 1932 
in m aking the plans to recon­ 
struct the Manor. 
'I he 
reconstruction 
c a m e 
about when the 
W arner 
Co. 
gave the M anor house site to 
the state, m arking the 250fh an­ 
niversary of P enn’s arrival in 
America. At first there was no 
intention to recreate Pennsbury 
Manor, but a simple m em orial 
)aik was planned. 
Foundation Walts 
H istorians and archeologist* 
began 
to dig 
a r o u n d 
the 
grounds and unearthed parts of 
the original foundation walls, 
the cellar floor, fireplace tiles, 
door latches and other h ard­ 
w are and m aterials from the 
house. 
The 
excavations con­ 
tinued for two years. 
These m aterials, with clues 
from Penn’s letters and other 
historical r e s e a r c h enabled 
architects to draw 
plans for 
what closely followed the ori­ 
ginal construction. 
In that depression era the 
state had established the Gen­ 
eral State Authority to create 
em ploym ent with public works. 
The Pennsbury Manor build­ 
ings becam e one of the Author­ 
ity’s first projects and were 
finished July 6, 1939. 
Then the grounds w ere land 
scaped, 
in keeping with the 


planting instructions w ritten by 
Penn in England. 
Reconstructed with the M an­ 
or house were the bake and 
brew 
house, 
the 
stable, 
a 
sm okehouse and a sm all office 
building. They are all there to­ 
day for visitors to inspect and 
enjoy. 
Penn’s E ra Furniture 
The 
Manor 
has 
been 
fur­ 
nished with furniture of Penn’s 
era, in the way he would have 
used it. A tree-hned walk from 
the river leads to the front en­ 
trance of the handsom e brick 
hurtling 
The front door leads to the 
great hall, adjoined by Gov­ 
ernor 
Penn’s reception 
room 
and a parlor used for en ter­ 
taining. The dining room and 
kitchen are furnished for use. 
Four 
bedcham bers 
and

Don’t Act Too Fast, Recreation Head Warns 


State Official 


At Meeting 


In Morrisville 


By ANTHON Y PATTERSON 
Courier-Times Staff Writer 


Kenneth Abell, state recreation 
director, warned Morrisville coun- 
cilmen, school board members and 
interested parties at a meeting 
last night to “keep one hand on 
the steering wheel and one on the 
brake.” in the proposed recreation 
program of the borough. 
Abell spoke oefore the 13 men 
at a meeting in borough hall. 
“ The greatest danger in term s 
of em barrassing the borough as a 
whole is in going too fast in the 
program ,” added Abell. 
In his talk. Abell pointed out 
that there are four main corner­ 
stones which must be laid before 
a recreation project can be suc­ 
cessfully started. 
Future Steps 
“ First, there must be an agency 
to represent the progam and to 
plan for future steps in making 
the plan grow,’ said Abell. “That 
first step is being made tonight 
by your appearing at this m eet­ 
ing.” 
Secondly, Abell stated, is the 
cornerstone of getting personnel. 
The program should eventually 
have a director and then after, 
possibly part-tim e help to cover 
all phases of recreational activi­ 
ties of interest to the residents. 
“Third and fourth, cornerstones 
needed to build upon are, in-door 
and out-door facilities and finan­ 
cial aid.” he said. 
Abell suggested that the recrea­ 
tion board, 
once created under 
borough ordinance, could then ap­ 
point committees from the ranks 
of the citizens to handle such thing 
as property; finance, progaming, 
planning and personnel and policy 
and public relations. 
Surveys Suggested 
“ One of the first jobs of the 
board will be to set up surveys to 
find out where the interest of the 
residents lie and also to find out 
what property and facilities can 
be put to use in the program ,” he 
added. 
Abell said that recreation is now 
the third largest industry in the 
United States and "so you can 
see why a board would be neces­ 
sary to run things.” 
Prior to Abell’s talk, Burgess 
Harry Simpson said that, “ we here 
in Morrisville have something that 
a lot of other boroughs and towns 
our size don’t have, and that’s a 
park and swimming pool. So we 
already have a good start in the 
proposed recreation program .” 
“Of course, I think the pool is 
in the wrong location, but our 
purpose is to put the various act­ 
ivities in the most effective loca­ 
tions and that's why Mr. Abell 
is here to aid us,” Simpson said.
